all former orders restraining ship- 
ments on account of foot and mouth 
disease are hereby revoked and can- 
celled ; second that the shipments 
from "restricted" areas are prohibited 
and third that shipments will be ac- 
cepted from any free area. 
Wisconsin is one of the last states 
to remove the restriction. Several of 
the other states, including the national 
government, took action on the mat- 
er en days or two weeks ago. The 
proclamation issued today 
requires, 
however, that in these shipments from 
free areas, such shipments must be 
covered by the usual health certificate, 
tuberculin test, etc., In force prior to

London, March 10.— A plea for the 
free importation of fruit

sent to the cabinet in a resolution by 
the executive committeee of the Vege- 
tarian Federal union.
